Supreme Court. 
IMPORt ANT DECISION. 
Washington, Wednesday, Feb. 17. 


Mr. Chief Justice Maxsuauu delivered the 
opinion of the Court in the case of Sturges against 
Crowninshield. 

Ist. That, since the adoption of the constitution 
of the U. States, a state has authority to pass a 
bankrupt law, provided such laws does not impair 
the obligation of contracts, within the meaning ot 
the constitution. 

Zdly iat the act of New-York, (that of 1811.) 
which was pleaded in this cause, so far as it pur- 
ports to discharge the contract on which this suit 
Was Institutes, s a law iunpairing the obligation ol 
contracts, within the meaning of the constitution 
of the United States. 

The effect of’ which, we understand to be, to 
invaldiate such parts of the state laws as discharge 
the insolvent as to his subsequent acquisi‘io:s of 
property, whilst it confirms them so far as they 
discharge the debtor oily from arrest and imipri- 
sunment.
